'Total blackout' in N.Y. 
could have been averted 


NEW YORK (AP) — Thirty-eight 
minutes before a systemwide failure 
caused a day-long blackout in New 
York City, Consolidated Edison of­ 
ficials ignored a directive from the 
state power pool to cut off electricity 
to parts of the city, state officials 
said Friday. 
If the communication to “ shed 
load” had been promptly obeyed, 
parts of the city and its suburbs 
would have been without power for a 
few hours, but the total blackout of 
July 13 and 14 might have been avoid­ 
ed. the officials said. 
Consolidated Edison spokesmen 
were not immediately available for 


comment. 
A transcript of telephone con­ 
versations between Con Ed and the 
New York State Power Pool, made 
available to The Associated Press, 
shows that at 8:56 p.m. EDT, the 
power pool supervisor told the 
u tility 's operations d irecto r to 
manually cut off some customers so 
service could be maintained for oth­ 
ers. The process is called load shed­ 
ding. 
According to officials familiar 
with the state investigation, manual 
load-shedding never took place. Only 
two areas of suburban Westchester 
Countv were shut off, well after the 


directive and by automatic devices 
as the crisis deepened. 


At 8:56 p m., 38 minutes before the 
city was plunged into darkness, an 
unidentified supervisor for the New 
York State Power Pool told the Con 
Ed supervisor at the utility’s com­ 
mand center here: “You better shed 
some load until you get down below 
th is thing b ecau se c a n ’t pick 
anything up except from the north. 


For the next several minutes, the 
Power Pool sought desperately and 
mostly unsuccessfully to set up 
routes to bring power to New York 
City. 


State committed to pay MedhCal 
abortions through next January 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr has committed the 
state to paying for Medi-Cal abor­ 
tions at least through next January, 
aides said Friday. 
As a result, state Sen. Aden 
G re g o rio , D -San M ateo, h as 
withdrawn his bill to appropriate $29 
million for state funding of the abor­ 
tions. 
Brown said this week that the state 
would make up for federal funds 
w ithdraw n from the M edi-Cal 
program for abortions. About 70.000 
needy women had abortions under 
MediCal last year. 


At the time, the Democratic gover­ 
nor didn’t say how long the state 
would keep paying for abortions. But 
on Friday, his legislative assistant. 
Tony Daugherty, said funding would 
last at least until January unless the 
legislature blocked it. 
If Congress and President Carter 
continue their ban on federal funding 
for abortions in which a woman’s life 
is not in danger. Brown will have to 
ask the legislature for more money 
around January, Daugherty said. 
He said Congress must decide on 
the issue before Oct. 1. Money would 
be requested in emergency legisla­ 


tion for the second half of the fiscal 
year and in Brown’s budget for 1978- 
79, Daugherty said. 


Both require a two-thirds vote of 
each house and are expected to meet 
concerted opposition from abortion 
opponents. 
Asked how the state could pay the 
new costs without legislative ap­ 
p r o v a l , D a u g h e r t y s a id the 
legislature had already approved 
state spending, in effect, when it 
agreed years ago that California 
would pay 10 per cent of the cost of 
most Medi-Cal abortions.

ATLANTA (AP) — Billy Carter, 
the President’s 40-year-old brother, 
said Friday he has resigned effective 
Sept. 1 as managing partner of the 
Carter peanut business in Plains, 
Ga., according to a published report. 
The Atlanta Journal-Constitution 
said in its Saturday editions that 
Carter had notified Charles Kirbo, 
the Atlanta lawyer who is trustee for 
the President’s portion of the busi­ 
ness “ some time in June’ of his 
plans. 
Carter said outside business in­ 
terests, increased demands on his 
time since his brother s election and 
a desire to spend more time with his 
family prompted the decision, the 
paper said. 
The newspaper also said Carter 
denied published reports that the 
President’s 27-year-old son Chip 
would return to Plains to assume a 


m anagerial role in the peanut 
business. 
It was reported Thursday that Chip 
resigned his $8.000 a year post with 
the Democratic National Committee 
in Washington. 
“ We (Kirbo and himself) have 
talked back and forth quite a bit and 
there was never any mention of 
Chip’s coming home to run the 
warehouse,” The Constitution quoted 
Billy Carter as saying 
Carter was out of town Friday 
night on a speaking engagement and 
could not be reached for further 
comment 
Carter still will retain his 15 per 
cent interest in the company, the 
newspaper said. He also owns a ser­ 
vice station, has an interest in the 
3.000-acre Carter family farm and 
personally owns 173 acres in sur­ 
rounding Sumter County.

N e w sm e n r e p e a t e d l y asked 
Parker to give some hint as to 
Berkowitz’ past attitudes, but he sat 
silently, flanked by attorneys 
Abercia read a statement in bohaii 
of Parker, saying. “ I met David 
Berkowitz while in the U S. Army 
while in Louisiana and Korea I have 
not seen him since June 1976 I am 
giving my full cooperation to the 
authorities in this case. On the ad­ 
vice of my attorneys I liave no 
further statement to make.” 
Parker spent one hour and twenty 
minutes with New York City Asst. 
Dist Atty. Paul Callen. and several 


agents of the U.S. Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearm s Bureau. 
Callen said he could make no com­ 
ment on the case because “ it is now 
before the grand jury. Mr Parker 
was very cooperative, and he is not a 
suspect on any charge in New York 
“ I did not advise Mr 
Parker 
w hether he should talk to the 
newsmen or not. That was the deci­ 
sion for him to make and for his at­ 
torneys,” Callen said. 
Abercia, in answer to a question 
said that anything “ we say at this 
time could have some bearing on the 
case and we prefer at this time to 
.nake no further statements " 
Parker is a cement finisher and 
was visited by Berkowitz on several 
occasions in the past years 
A short, blond, slightly built man, 
Parker appeared extremely nervous 
during the brief appearance before 
newsmen 
New York officers said Berkowitz 
told them that he asked Parker to 
buy the gun so he would have protec­ 
tion on his drive back to New York 
City in June 1976 
Berkowitz could not legally buy a 
gun from a dealer in Texas because 
he had no proper identification, such 
as a Texas driver’s license. 
Parker’s mother, Mrs 
Patrick 
Parker, said earlier that when her 
son heard about Berkowitz arrest, 
he said, “ Oh, my God, a person 1 
knew so well.”

Ellsworth Bunker and Sol Unowitz,

The President said the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and other principal advisers 
have been involved in every stage of 
the Bunker-Linowitz negotiations 
with Panama.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
A new $974-million tax 
relief plan that would boost 
the price of new homes 
was unveiled Friday by the 
c h a irm a n of th e le g ­ 
islative committee writing 
the tax cut bill. 
The latest proposed com­ 
prom ise would impose 
property taxes earlier on 
new homes and other con­ 
struction. But it would 
com pletely abolish the 
business inventory tax, 
which government, labor 
and business leaders all 
say drives jobs out of 
California. 
M ajor provisions of 
earlier bills are contained 
in the newest proposal by 
Sen. Nicholas Petris. D- 
Oakland. 
The bill, like earlier 
m easu res, would give 
rebates averaging $223 


each to 60 per cent of 
C a lifo rn ia ’s 4 m illion 
hom eow ners, w ith the 
biggest checks in middle 
and lower-middle income 
brackets. Renters would 
get annual rebates averag­ 
ing $113. 
The homeowner rebates 
would total an estimated 
$525 million and renter 
rebates $304 million in the 
coming year. 
But the latest Petris plan 
would leap to $1.4 billion in 
its second year and would 
grow still bigger in follow­ 
ing years with major shifts 
and increases in som e 
business and p ro p erty 
taxes. 
It would abolish the 
business inventory tax in 
1978. an estimated $454- 
million-a-year source of 
revenue. 
To make up for that, it 


would raise the state bank 
and corporation tax from 9 
to 10 per cent, raising $217 
million a year, and chang­ 
ing the lien date for assess­ 
ment of new construction, 
which is expected to raise 
$177 million annually. 
The rest of the bill — 
$754 million this year and 
$849 million next year — 
would be financed from 
state budget surpluses. 
Currently, homes and 
other buildings are asses­ 
sed each March 1, and that 
figure is used to determine 
property taxes for the next 
year. P etris said that 
means projects built dur­ 
ing the spring and summer 
escape m ost property 
taxes the first year. 
His plan would sta rt 
assessing taxes as soon a.' 
the home, factory, office 
or apartment building is 


completed. He said those 
co sts for m ost hom e­ 
owners would be a one­ 
time extra expense paid in 
escrow upon purchase, or a 
fa c to r 
in creasin g the 
d e v e lo p e r’s co sts and 
prices. 
Petris said that his plan, 
taken in combination with 
the school finance com­ 
promise approved Thurs­ 
day by a separate commit­ 
tee, is bigger than an­ 
ticipated state revenues, 
even when the proposed 
new taxes are added in. 
The schools bill, which is 
intended to m eet the 
C a l i f o r n i a 
S u p r e m e 
Court’s order to eliminate 
differences between rich 
and poor districts, has a 
five-year price tag of $4.1 
billion. 
P etris’ plan would be 
about the same magnitude. 


'Son of Sam* suspect to be questioned 30 days 
Berkowitz to stand trial if he's able 


No insurance: training cars also 'garaged'

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Psychiatrists armed with 
notebook, pencil and years 
of training began Friday to 
study w he t h e r David 
Berkowitz, accused in the 
Son of Sam slaying, is com­ 
petent to stand trial. 
Berkowitz, a 24-year-old 
postal cl e r k, will be 
questioned and observed 
for up to 30 days — longer 
if the judge deems nec­ 
essary — to determine if 
he understands the charges 
against him and can par- 


ticipate in his own defense. 
If Berkowitz is indicted 
in the case, and if he is 
found mentally competent, 
he will stand trial. Whether 
he was sane at the time of 
the killings with which he 
is charged is a separate is­ 
sue that could be raised in 
his defense at the trial. 
Meanwhile, after two 
days of sensational dis­ 
closures about the conclu­ 
sion of the hunt for the 44- 
caliber killer, a judge is­ 
sued a gag order barring 


police from discussing the 
case with the news media. 
And with the fear of 
another slaying removed, 
there were celebrations at 
discotheques in Queens and 
the Bronx as young women 
ended their self-imposed 
boycott and lined up to get 
in the clubs 
Berkowitz’ home for now 
is a cement-walled cell 
with two barred windows, 
a single bed. a sink and a 
toilet in the Kings County 
Hospital prison ward

More than 1,500 motor vehicles 
were stolen in the valley last year, 
828 in the City of Pomona valued at 
nearly $900,000. 
A total of 59,000 cars was taken in 
Los Angeles County, more than 1,000 
a week, because owners made it easy 
for the thieves to drive the vehicles 
away. 


Now, Montgomery Ward stores 
and the C rocker National Bank 
system have teamed up in a burglary 
proof program by offering free anti­ 
theft lock buttons to anyone who 
wants them in the Southland. 


The program , 
known as HOT 
(Hands Off This) CAR, has become a 
club whose purpose is to prevent car 
thefts and to help apprehend those 
who steal the motor vehicles. 


Enrollment is free. Persons may 
register their cars with the bank, and 
may drive to the Montgomery Ward 
store — the local one is at Montclair 
Plaza — where the preventive door 
buttons are installed free. 


Those who also want a switch that 
will prevent hot wiring the ignition 
may have them installed at the com ­ 
pany's cost of $9 95. 
The campaign began countywide 
when Dist. Atty. John Van de Kamp 


appeared before the Board of Super­ 
visors and urged members to burglar 
proof the county's 5,000 motor vehi­ 
cles. 
He told the board that with the 
anti-theft lock buttons it is impossi­ 
ble to open a car with coat hangers 
or other devices. 
“ With the new buttons, tapered so 
nothing can hang on to them, entry 
can be made only by breaking a win­ 
dow ," he explained. "S in ce ca r 
thieves have to work quickly, this is 
a deterrent." 
If the car is stolen despite the but­ 
tons, radio and television stations ac­ 
comodate HOT CAR club members 
by broadcasting the license numbers 


of the stolen car 
Club m em bers are furnished with 
c a r s tic k e rs w arning would-be 
burglars of anti-theft devices. 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn said he 
hoped that many thousands of 
motorists would join the anti-theft 
campaign. 
“ The more people join, the better 
the cam paign," he declared 
“ But 
even if we can cut thefts by just 10 
per cent, it will be a tremendous 
saving." 
Dick Gorow, manager of the local 
Montgomery Ward store, said his 
store already has received many in­ 
quiries about the free installation 
program 


Art Honeyfield. the store s service 
manager, said he has installation 
requests for a week ahead 
Van de Kamp said the program 
was tried in M assachusetts last 
y ear and even with a lim ited 
registration, car thefts went down 20 
per cent. As a result, that state is 
allowing a reduction in insurance 
rates to those who have installed the 
anti-theft devices 
“ It’s an object lesson on how to cut 
down not only car thefts but in­ 
su ran ce c o s ts ," Van de Kam p 
declared. 
C rock er is also offerin g $200 
rewards to those who help in the ap­ 
prehension of car thieves.

Murder charge 
dropped against 
Ontario man 


A murder charge lodged against an Ontario man in con­ 
nection with shootout between alleged members of the La 
Nuestra Familia in Bakersfield May 29 has been dropped 
by the Bakersfield District Attorney's office, according to 
the Associated Press. 
The district attorney’s office declined to file a com­ 
plaint in Superior Court against David Cervantes, 29, even 
though he had been bound over after a Municipal Court 
preliminary hearing. 
Dist. Atty. Albert Leddy said laboratory tests failed to 
implicate Cervantes in the May 29 shooting of Refugio 
Martinez. 36, of Bakersfield. 
“ Basically, the prosecution can raise an inference that 
he, Cervantes, was at the crime scene, but we can’t prove 
he did anything except get shot himself, 
Leddy said 
We have to prove he intentionally aided and abetted in 
* shooting ” 
C e r v a n t e s was hospitalized after an exchange of gunfire 
killed Martinez, an innocent victim who was at a home 
where gunfire erupted in an internal dispute among 
Nuestra Familia members 
Later the same evening, a shootout at another Baker­ 
sfield home killed David Morris, 26. identified as a 
Nuestra Fam ilia member, 
Twelve people were arrested in connection with Mar­ 
tinez’ killing, but complaints were filed against only four

Dialysis Center 
to he dedicated 


The new, modem Whit­ 
tier Dialysis Center will be 
dedicated at an open house 
at the facility, 10155 
Colima Road, Sunday from 
1 p.m. to 4 p.m. 
Equipped with modem 
medical machinery for 
treating patients who need 
artificial kidney support, 
the center occupies 6,400 
square feet of space on the 
second floor of the new 
Colima Internal Medical 
Group Building. 
The center will serve 
patients not only from 
Whittier, but also from 
many other communities 
from as far away as 25 
miles. Current patients 
come from such areas as 
Covina, Norwalk, Downey, 
La Mirada, Hacienda 
H eights, Pico Rivera, 
Santa Fe Springs, La 
Puente, and the North 
Orange County area 
Dr. Alan Dauer, head of 
the new center, explained, 
•One of the significant ad­ 
vances in medicine was the 
d ev elo p m en t of the 
hemodialysis procedure to 
painlessly remove im­ 
purities and excess fluids 


from the blood. Some 900 
dialvsis facilities in the 
United States are now 
treating 33,000 patients. 
The Whittier center is 
capable of treating 84 
patients, dialyzing at a 
maximum of three shifts 
per day, six days a week. 


Dr. Dauer said, “Most 
patients receive three 
treatments each week, and 
each treatment lasts four 
to five hours.” 
During hemodialysis, a 
patient’s blood flows into 
an a r tific ia l kidney 
machine and through a 
tube of cellophane, or 
membrane 
Dialysate, a 
special fluid or “bath” 
flows on the other side of 
the membrane. 


Impurities from the 
blood flow through pores in 
the cellophane into the 
• bath” which is discarded. 
A patient s blood and the 
bath never touch. 
The entire process is 
repeated 
continuously, 
with approximately 250oc 
of blood passing through 
the m embrane every 
minute.

‘‘The church must participate in the entire world com­ 
munity. Not to take part in critical issues is to ignore the 
word of God,” says the new president of the School ot 
Theology at Claremont. 
Richard W Cain, who became the third president of the 
seminary at Claremont on July 1, says he accepted t e 
post "because the general church cannot long survive it it 
does not have the finest training for those who are to 
serve it.' 
Cain succeeds Gordon E. Michalson 
He comes to 
Claremont from Phoenix, where since 1968, he has been a 
minister of the First Baptist Church and active in civic af- 


f3Cain says the local church and the total church 
organization are complementary. There are many roles 
vital to the local church and the community it s^ esL 
while other activities, such as outreach programs and lob- 
bving. must fall to the overall organization. 
"The local church must assist in the feeding and 
clothing and concerns of the community without ex­ 
hausting its own church life," adds the president.

"The church is going to be a much more exciting, serv­ 
ing institution in the 1960s than it has been in past cen­ 
turies," continues Cain. 
"I think theological education is very important at this 
moment in history. The president of France recently sai 
there is a drift to the left on the part of the yonng in 
Europe because of Western Civilization's inability to 
meet their needs.

"We have come to the end of an era. philosophically, 
and probablv institutionally as well. The only possible 
viable Ideology that I think can serve mankind at this 
point is the Judeo-Christian faith ” 
Cain continues to say that the world will never return o 
the pre-Vietnam era.

"We are all aware of one global existence 
a me. h g 
of cultures and populations. 
"We have a generation that is not the way some People 
have thought — quiet, defeated, and operating as.if all 
things were inevitable. If anyone says that. I wish they 
would note what is going on at the universities - east and 
west. 
"There is an openness, a willingness, a desire, a long­ 
ing. almost a plea for the sort of ideas and faith which 


enables and motivates." he adds. 
Cain says the world has not experienced this 
phenomenon since the beginning of the 17th century The 
church, the synagogue, the temple and the communities 
of faith have a chance they have not had for several 
hundred years. 
"Things will be done quickly because of the nature of 
the world we are in, and I see the seminary as the place 
that makes everything possible," he continues 
The new seminary president stresses there is no divi­ 
sion between commitment to community and to spiritual 
life. 
"How I vote, spend my money, treat my fellow man and 
want for my countrv must be included in m y personal 
commitment to God. they can t be separated.” 
Cain’s own involvement in the community, including 
serving as chairman of the Arizona State Ethics Board, 
was reflected at a recent farewell lunch in Phoenix. 
Among the 500 guests was Arizona’s Gov. Raul C astro. 
Cain grew up on the campus of USC and climbed tree* 
which now shade the campus. He graduated from I * ( 
and Boston University School of Theology.

If the sale pitch is bla­ 
tant, however, it is not un­ 
precedented As long ago 
as 1935 an iconoclastic

Brinkley was advertising 
"sex rejuvenation" sur­ 
gery over a 250,000-watt 
station that preceeded 
XERF in Ciudad Acuna. 
Brinkley said that goat 
glands were the answer to 
impotency, and beamed his 
theory around the globe 
Then as now, millions of 
listeners were receptive to

Brinkley is said to have 
earned $1 million a year by 
soliciting patients for his 
goat gland clinic. Alas, it 
wasn’t to last. In 1939, the 
Mexican government ex­ 
propriated Brinkley’s sta­ 
tion. then tore it down for 
eventual reconstruction in 
Mexico City.

S t ill, the s t a t i o n ’s 
audience remains enor 
mously trusting. And 
tonight, when Brother ( arr 
or Brother Smith lace into 
their spiels, thousands of 
people will get out their 
checkbooks. Its programs 
may be numbing, and its 
pitch shrill, but in 30 years 
XERF has shown con­ 
clusively that Americans 
are ever ready to send 
money to odd strangers.

Gilbreath 'slam

SAN DIEGO (AP) - He hasn’t got 
a hit since the seventh game of the 
World Series. The one in 1973. But, is 
Rollie Fingers discouraged? 
"A ll good h itters go through 
stretches like this," he says of what 
must be one of the longest batting 
slump in baseball history. 
The last time Rollie connected was 
also the last time he has gotten on 
base. 
The mustachioed relief pitcher 
recalled it vividly "I got the base hit 
to right field and Bert Campaneris 
followed with a bunt single.

for in the original proposal 
The change will reduce 
the number of automatic 
bids from 21 to 16, leaving 
half the berths in the .32- 
team tournament on an at- 
large basis. A selection 
committee will fill those 
spots from independents 
and other conference- 
aligned schools. 


“ Philosophically I agree 
with this and think it 
makes sense.” said Neils 
Thompson, president of the

A Z T E C S W IN B Y T H E S K IN O F T H E I R 
M IHAILOVICH. The L A 
Aztecs came this close to 
ending their season when with under five minutes left to 
play in the game they were down 1-0 in the single elimina­ 
tion first round of the North American Soccer League 
(NASL) playoffs. 
The local “ tangerine kids" came out playing like the 
bulls of Pamplona and within the first five minutes of play 
Des Backos, Ron Davies, Charlie Cooke, and Miro Rys 
tried their aim at the San Jose Earthquake’s goal. Ap­ 
parently neither team considered the ‘ Kentucky win­ 
dage" for despite the fifteen shots-on-goal taken by both 
teams in the first half only an inoffensive header by Ilija 
Mitic right at Aztec netminder Bob Rigby found its way to 
the goal mouth at the 44th minute of play. 
After the initial barrage by the locals both teams set­ 
tled down to play a less than brilliant type of soccer The 
Aztecs concentrated on ball possession, moving the ball 
around, and trying to find the open man; San Jose, on the 
other hand, tried to find the shortest route to the goal. 
Neither team had much luck. Aztec passing, although ac­ 
curate and at times hot-doggish, was mainly lateral with 
little penetration into the Earthquake penalty area San 
Jose, meanwhile, struggled to counter-attack by sending 
long passes toward their lone forwards who either 
couldn’t meet the pass or were easily separated from the 
sphere by one of the Aztec’s BVD ’s (British Veteran 
Defenders). 
One of the most interesting aspects of the game turned 
out to be what fouls referee Dante Maglio would or would 
not call. Ref. Maglio lost control of the game early in the 
contest with a total of sixty fouls committed by both 
teams (34-26 in favor of the locals) and three yellow cau­ 
tions issued (2-1 in favor of the locals again >. 
The question remained whether the Aztec BVD defense 
the, third poorest in the NASL. would be able to stop the 
Quake’s forwards, the 6th poorest in the NASL. would the 
best scoring line in the NASL with 65 goals beat the 
Quake's average defense’’ 
The teams went into the locker rooms at half-time with 
the score 0-0 and all these questions still to be answered 
The second half picked up just where the first had endtxl 
. . . a fouling contest under the lightning filled clouds 
over the Coliseum. Then it happened! Like a bolt from the 
sky, M itic’s 25 yarder blooped past goalie Rigby into the 
upper left hand corner of the net, and the Aztecs found 
themselves behind 1-0. 
The tangerines picked up the pace with Charlie Cooke 
doing outstanding midfield work with the ball and off the 
ball in an effort to create gaps m the visitor's defense 
which by now grew to eleven defending players bent on 
clearing the ball in any direction in order to eat away the 
clock. When the ball could not be cleared away, it was 
passed back to the goalie for security as well as time con­ 
sumption. 
When things looked their bleakest for the Aztecs a 
defensive error pumped new life into the local eleven 
Quake defender Miro Pavlovic found himsell in the left 
alley between the 18 yard line and the touch line . . . the 
ball at his feet and two Aztecs cornering him and pressing 
him deeper into the alley. Pavlovic had the options of 
either kicking the ball out of bounds thus giving up the ball 
and a little ego, kicking it forward and running the risk of 
having the ball blocked by the closely marking attackers 
or passing it back to his goalie. He never looked up from 
the ball, but turned around and gave a spongy pass toward 
his goalie that was intercepted by a stalking < ieorge Best 
Best gathered the ball dribbled around the goalie, avoided 
two defenders and rolled the ball to the back ot the net for 
the tie. 
In sudden death overtime, Ane Mihailovich who 20 
minutes earlier had subbed for Rys got the ball at the 
right side of the field on the 35 yard line, faked right, ran 
left and without hesitation fired a bullet-like shot into the

a tailback in his freshman

Archie — but 
switched to defense in his 
sophomore campaign.

“ I only intended to play 
defensive back for the one 
season, but the coaches felt 
1 did so well there it would 
be a loss to the defense to 
have me switch back to of- 
tonse They left the deci­ 
sion up to me Archie want­ 
ed me to play tailback, but 
I decided to stay on 
defense. 


“ I had to think about my 
future and 1 thought I had a 
better shot at pro football 
as a defensive back 
because of my size (5-foot- ; 
9, 184 pounds) A lot of pe<v 
pie think I ’m on defense 
because I couldn’t play of­ 
fense .’’

Despite a career record of 134-116 and an earned run 
average of 2 98 entering the 1977 season. John has b<H*n 
chosen for the All-Star Game only once during a major 
league career that began in 1963 
The 34-year-old left-hander, who missed the last hall of 
the 1974 season and the entire 1975 campaign because of a 
rupturtxi ligament in his pitching arm. is pitching better 
than ever He has a 13-4 record and a 2 74 ERA after 21 
starts. 
“ My arm never bothers me now, 
John said. ‘I think 
I ’m pitching better than ever now; I think 1 m throwing 
harder and I think my curveball is better 
" I never doubted that I would be back,’ he added. 
The 
reason why talk of me being through didn't bother me was 
because those people could have no way of knowing what 
was inside of me. They couldn t realize how badly I 
wanted to come back, ' 
Although John won t say so, the lack of recognition ap­ 
pears to bother him and that probably would make win­ 
ning the Cy Young Award much more meaningful. 
John was injured July 17,1974 while pitching against ttie 
Montreal Expos It was his first start after the All-Star 
game, a contest which didn t include him despite his out­ 
standing record of 13-3 at the time. 
"1 think the most satisfying things for me as tar as 
baseball is concerned are coming bac k from the injury 
and playing in the 1968 All-Star Game,’ said John 


John was 10-10 with a 3.09 ERA last season in a strong 
comeback. He appears to be a cinch to surpass his career 
high 16 victories of 1973 this year.

vear filled with droughts, 
floods, fires, the winter s 
severe cold and the New 
York blackout. 
The agency is spending 
the summer loaning money 
to victims of 27 disasters, 
ranging from the John­ 
stown. Pa., flood to last 
winter s cold wave. 
Never in memory has the 
SBA had so many disasters 
to work on at once, ac­ 
cording to J.B . Alexander, 
the director of disaster 
operations, 
“ Almost two-thirds of 
the United States is in a 
drought right now, 
he 
said. “We haven't had a 
chance to declare some of 
the areas yet. 
To handle the load, the 
agency has hired about 500 
temporary employes in ad­ 
dition to its normal 4,200 to 
process loan applications. 
In the last year, the SBA 
has doled out $296 million 
in disaster loans, more 
than double the $136 
million for fiscal 1976. 
Among this year’s dis­ 
asters are the New York 
City blackout; the John­ 
stown, Pa., flood; fires in 
Santa Barbara, Calif., Ver­ 
mont and Massachusetts; 
winds in Maine, storms in

When the SBA declares a

for homeowners and 3 per 
cent for businesses. 
And businesses that can 
show they were affected 
indirectly by a disaster can 
also get loans. 
The SBA says it tries to 
rush loans to victim s 
within two weeks, but the 
staff of the House Small 
Business Committee said 
in a report last week that 
relief for victims of the 
West 
Virginia-Kentucky 
floods last spring was tak­ 
ing too much time. 
“ It is our belief that 
federal loan assistance for 
both homes and businesses 
should be provided within 
no more than one week of 
the disaster rather than 
several months after the 
disaster has occurred, 
the 
staff said. 


Before an SBA loan can 
be granted, an area has to 
be officially declared a dis­ 
aster by the agency's ad­ 
ministrator 
The declara­ 
tion is usually made known 
through the local media. 
Applications can be made 
at any of 107 regional of­ 
fices. 
The SBA then gets in 
touch with an applicant 
and may send a represen­ 
tative to estim ate his 
damage. If the applicant is 
given the loan, he must get 
his own contractors and be 
able to prove later that he 
spent 
the 
money on 
repairs. 
A bigger spender than 
the SBA on disasters is the 
Fe d e r a l D i s a s t er As­ 
sistance Administration, 
which has doled out $421 
million in the last year for 
u n e m p l o y m e n t

repairs to public buildings 
and streets. 
The SBA may declare an 
area a disaster on its own, 
but the FDAA, without 
such power, must wait for 
the President to issue a 
disaster declaration

July 13-14 blackout, but the 
city cannot get aid for 
overtime pay for police 
and firemen because the 
President has not made 
FDAA money available.

SBA Administrator A 
Vernon Weaver said that 
when he arrived at the 
agency several months ago 


he found the data system 
so antiquated that the SBA 
couldn't evaluate the stat­ 
us of its loans. 
Weaver says one of his 
objectives is to simplify 
SBA efforts, consolidating 
the 19 loan programs into 
fewer categories. 
He also wants Congress 
to consider changes in tax

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f t Congress gives 
credit unions 
a better shake 
\

•* The competition among banks and 
» other financial institutions for your 
money is increasing, and recent 
federal legislation gives credit un­ 
ions new weapons in the war for 
dollars. 
The measures enacted by Congress 
will enable federally chartered 
credit unions — about 60 per cent of 
the total - to offer 30-year residen­ 
tial mortgages and new types of sav­ 
ings accounts. 
The National Credit Union Ad­ 
ministration is drawing up rules to 
implement the measures, which a 
spokesman said represented the first 
major overhaul of the Federal Credit 
Union Act in more than 50 years. 
Until recently, the accounts and 
loans provided by credit unions were 
sharply limited. Credit unions could 
not grant mortgages. They offered 
only one basic type of savings or 
•share” account — a plan similar to 
the passbook account in a commer­ 
cial bank. 
Banks and other institutions, 
meanwhile, have been expanding 
their services with such things as 
interest-bearing checking accounts 
and new types of savings plans 
Credit unions are financial 
cooperatives, organized by people 
who have a common bond through 
employment, hobby, residence, 
religion, sex or any of a number of 
other characteristics. 
They are regulated by federal or 
state law. depending on where they 
get their charter from, and are 
managed 
by 
the 
members 
themselves. Since they are operated 
primarily by volunteers and pay no 
income tax because of their status as 
nonprofit organizations, the credit 
unions offer higher interest rates on 
savings and lower interest rates on 
loans than other financial institu­ 
tions 
The Credit Union National As­ 
sociation reports there were 22,606 
credit unions as of February with 
just over 34 million members. The 
groups had $45.8 billion in assets and 
almost $40 billion in savings ac­ 
counts. 
The NCUA is still working on rules 
covering mortgage loans by credit 
unions 
The agency already has 
proposed regulations for four new 
types of savings plans which are ex­ 
pected to pay higher interest rates 
than existing accounts. (Individual 
states may follow suit to allow state- 
chartered credit unions to offer 
similar services. 1 
The savings proposals are subject 
to public comment. Sept. 20 is tfie 
deadline and the place to write to is: 
National Credit Union Administra 


tion, 2025 M St., NW, Washington, 
20456. 
The new types of accounts are: 
NOTICE ACCOUNTS - This type 
of account would require the holder 
to give a minimum of 90 days notice 
of intent to withdraw money. 
M IN IM U M B A L A N C E 
AC­ 
COUNTS — Available in amounts of 
$500 or less, these accounts would 
pay a special dividend rate providing 
certain conditions were met. The ac­ 
counts would not have a specific 
maturity, but customers would be 
required to maintain a minimum 
sum of money for an entire dividend 
cycle in order to qualify for the 
special rate. 


SPLIT RATE ACCOUNT - This 
type of account earns dividends at 
different rates on different portions 
of the balance of the account. 
SH ARE C E R T IF IC A T E AC­ 
COUNTS — These would be similar 
to certificates of deposit now 
available through banks and other 
thrift institutions. There would not 
have to be an actual certificate. 
Interest on share certificate ac­ 
counts could be as high as 7^4 per 
cent, in contrast to the maximum 7 
per cent allowed for other accounts. 
Credit unions already are growing. 
Federal Reserve Board statistics 
show that as of the end of May, 
credit unions held $32.7 billion or 
almost 18 per cent of all outstanding 
installment debt. A year earlier, 
credit unions held only 16 per cent of 
all outstanding installment debt 
(Commercial banks held almost 48 
per cent of oustanding debt as of the 
end of May, down one percentage 
point from a year earlier; finance 
companies held 22 per cent, also 
down one percentage point ; retailers 
and other lenders held 12 per cent, 
the same proportion as a year 
earlier.) 
The interest advantage of credit 
unions varies from area to area. 
Federally chartered credit unions 
are allowed to pay a maximum of 7 
per cent on savings accounts and a 
spokesman for the NCUA said state- 
chartered organizations generally 
have a similar limit. Most commer­ 
cial banks are limited to 5 per cent 
on passbook accounts and savings 
and loan institutions can pay up to 
5'» per cent. 
The federally regulated credit un­ 
ions also are limited to a maximum 
annual interest rate of 12 per cent on 
loans A 1975 survey by the Credit 
Union National Association showed 
the average annual interest rate for 
a personal loan at a credit union was 
11.1 per cent, compared to 13.6 per 
cent at a commercial bank and 21.1 
per cent at a finance company.

“ NEW YORK (AP) - 
Brian Cunningham’s car 
broke through the ice, 
rolled over and lay sub­ 
merged in a pond for 38 
minutes. 
Cunningham. 18, recalled 
“ stru g g lin g , in h alin g 
water and losing con­ 
sciousness.” A companion 
fell on top of him. 
Both appeared dead 
when lifted from the 
water. Just as an am ­ 
bulance was about to take 
them to a morgue, Brian s 
body gave an agonal gasp, 
a kind of involuntary belch 
and rescue workers im­ 
mediately started resusci­ 
tation while the ambu­ 
lance raced to the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan Hospital. 
Four minutes is usually 
considered the upper limit 
of time the brain can go 
without oxygen before be­ 
ing damaged. But Cun­ 
ningham, submerged for 
more than half an hour, 
was revived, left the 
hospital two weeks later 
and lives a normal life. In 
fact, he’s an "A ” student 
His companion, whose 
body had made no sound, 
was not resuscitated. He 
b ecam e one of 8,000 
Am ericans who drown 
each year. 
More people such as 
Cunningham could 
be 


saved if rescuers bet upon 
two natural defenses of the 
body in cold water drown- 
ings, says Dr. Martin J 
Nemiroff of the University 
of Michigan.

One key defense is that

F a h r e n h e i t , 
lowers body temperature, 
slowing blood flow, with 
the brain needing less ox­ 
ygen. Such cooling of the 
body is frequently done to 
permit openheart surgery 
without brain injury. 
Another defense is the 
“ m a m m a l i a n 
diving 
reflex” that permits air- 
breathing seals and por­ 
poises to stay under water 
for 30 minutes or so. 
The reflex slows heart 
beat. Less blood is pumped 
to tissues such as muscle, 
skin and gut. that can get 
along with little oxygen; 
more goes to the brain and 
tissues needing more oxy­ 
gen.Humans experience this 
reflex, but to a lesser 
degree, when the face is

Another p r o t e c t i v e 
mechanism is the concept 
of “ dry drowning " The 
first in-rush of cold water 
may cause spasm of the 
larynx This protects the 
lungs from drawing in 
water, but the person may 
become asphyxiated. If 
taken from the water soon 
enough, 
persons who 
haven’t flooded their lungs 
may have rapid recoveries 
with standard heart-lung 
resuscitation. Ten to 15 per 


cent of drownings may be 
the “ dry” kind 
Reporting on 13 “ cokl 
water drownings" in water 
below 70 degrees F, Dr 
Nemiroff says nine were 
resuscitated and suffered 
no brain damage or other 
ill effects. Two suffered 
brain damage Two died of 
lung infections contracted 
in the water 
One survivor was a 
physician submerged for 15 
minutes, now back in prac­ 
tice.

water's edge, Dr. Nemiroff 
says.

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A day in the life 
of an understudy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Little did Vice President 
Walter F. Mondale know 
when he showed up three 
weeks ago at a formal din­ 
ner wearing trousers a 
shade too short that his 
1 gaffe would come back to 
haunt him. 
But there he was Mon­ 
day. sitting at the long oval 
| table in the Cabinet Room 
while the President of the 
United States told some of 
the most powerful people 
in the government that his 
vice president went to a

That was how Mondale’s 
week began 
Throughout 
the morning, there were 
jokes about his “ short 
pants as he atten d ed 
m eetings of the senior 
White House staff and the 
Cabinet and had lunch with 
President Carter. In the 
afternoon, he had two 
m o re m e e tin g s w ith 
Carter 
This is the story of that 
day, from a quiet moment 
with his wife and youngest 
son just before he left his 
hilltop home about two 
m iles from the W hite 
House to his return nearly 
10 hours later. 
7 :53 a m The vice presi­ 
dent reads two morning 
newspapers while Mrs 
Mondale and their 15-year- 
old son.

Neurosurgeon caught between 
possibility and acceptability 


Opposites attract? 


C LE V E LA N D (A P ) - 
Neurosurgeon Robert J. 
White is at home on the 
frontiers of science. In ex­ 
periments with animals, 
he’s isolated brains, kept 
them alive, transplanted 
them. 
He perform ed e a rly 
research on cooling the 
brain to slow metabolic 
rates and give surgeons 
more time to operate on 
that most delicate and 
mysterious of organs. 
Now he expresses con­ 
cern about such work as 
much for its philosophical 
and moral implications as 
for its practicality. 
The co n flict between 
what is scientifically possi­ 
ble and what is m orally ac­ 
ceptable is especially felt 
by White, who is as deeply 
rooted in his Rom an 
Catholic Faith as he is in 
science. 
“ When we want to argue 
the rights and wrongs in 
th e 
f a b r ic a te d - m a n 
business, remember it can 
be done,” White says. 
“ But if it is done, if the 
human brain is isolated or 
is transplanted, and so 
fo rth , 
w h a t a re the 
philosophical and ethical 
considerations? What is 
going on? Is the brain the 
same? Where is the soul? 
Where is the mind we talk 
about?” 
White was referring to 
the ancient mystery of how 
the biochemical functions 
of the b ra in becom e 
thought, memory and im­ 
agination. 
Where does one find foot­ 
prints of the soul? 
He is a professor of 
neurosurgery at Case 
Western Reserve Univer­ 
sity. director of neurosur­ 
gery at Cleveland’s Metro­ 
politan (ieneral Hospital. 
He doesn't have much time 
to sit in his lab pondering 
such questions 
His hospital office is 
near the emergency room, 
and he is on call 24 hours a 
day. He has a private prac­ 
tice, writes and lectures 
extensively. He is as com­ 
fortable talking shop with 
brain surgeons in Russia as 
he is talking with Pope 
Paul, with whom he has 
had several audiences. 
A self-described 
‘‘old 
time Catholic,” White is 
the father of 10. He is 51, 
white-haired and balding. 
“ Fifteen years ago I 
came to Cleveland from 
the Mayo Clinic to do some 
research on some very 
practical m atters," White 
says. 
At that time, one of his 
preoccupations was trying 
to extend the time doctors 
had to operate on the 
human brain when the 
blood supply is cut off, as 
happens during a heart at­ 
tack Cut off from its blood 
flow, the brain suffers 
damage or dies after three 


to five minutes. 
If the brain could be 
cooled safely and its 
m e ta b o lic 
ra te thus 
reduced, White reasoned, 
it would give doctors more 
time to operate and pre­ 
vent brain damage. 
The cooling technique 
also could be applied to 
certain spinal cord injuries 
where paralysis is not im­ 
mediate and total. 
W hite once in flicted 
identical spinal cord in­ 
juries on 14 anesthetized 
monkeys. 
The paralyzed 
monkeys were left alone 
fo r four hours — the 
average time it takes to 
get spinal-cord injury vic­ 
tims from accident scenes 
to operating rooms. 
Then through mechani­ 
cal and chemical means, 
White cooled the affected 
part of the spinal cord of 
each monkey. Within two 
weeks, all of the monkeys 
were in good condition. 
T h en 
th ro u g h 
mechanical and chemical 
means, White cooled the 
affected part of the spinal 
cord of each monkey. 
Within two weeks, all of 
the monkeys were in good 
condition. 
White once tried his cool­ 
ing techniques on some 
patients term inally ill with 
brain cancer. In one case. 
White cooled the brain of a 
54-year-old man who had a 
massive brain tumor that 
had kept him in a coma for 
a month. The tumor was so 
big that it could not be re­ 
moved within the three to 
five minutes then available 
for neurosurgery. 
W ith 
th e 
c o o lin g 
technique, White spent 30 
m inutes rem oving the 
tumor. After the oper­ 
ation, the patient was able 
to sit up and talk with 
friends. He was able to 
spend the last days of his 
life conscious and com­ 
fortable. 
Although W hite points 
out th a t the co o lin g 
technique doesn’t always 
work, doctors in Verona, 
Italy, reported success last 
year in cooling the spinal 
cord to permit surgery 
But White esp ecially 
wanted to study the perfor­ 
mance of the brain in isola­ 
tion. 
“ I could have continued 
in a more plodding way,” 
he said. “ This is like 
pushing a peanut across 
the floor. It takes so long to 
go anywehre. Instead, I 
used 
th e 
le a p fr o g 
technique: You perform a 
successful experiment and 
let your imagination guide 
you to the next one. 
Somebody else w ill fill in 
behind you ”

CBers blasted 
for uniforms

A uniform is a symbol of 
authority, but should CB 
club members be allowed 
to wear them? It seems 
like a harmless question 
since CB clubs often have 
distinctive vests, gar­ 
nished with patches com­ 
memorating special events 
or signifying other CB 
dubs 
But several months ago 
members of the Cook 
County, 111., Affiliated 
League of Em ergency 
Radio Teams (A L E R T ) 
adopted uniforms that at a 
glance might be confused 
with police uniforms. This 
brought about controversy, 
criticism of the club and a 
lesson for other clubs con­ 
sidering becoming in ­ 
volved in personal contact 
with the public 


The club was well known 
for volunteering to help 
with traffic and crowds at 
school and athletic events 
Members weren t well 
received when they wore 
their uniforms 


Resentm ent q u ickly 
formed 
Who did these 
CBers think they were'» 
The police, maybe? Some 
citizens felt the CBers 
were taking on too much 
self-importance, and law 
enforcem ent 
o fficers 
thought the CBers were 
treading too heavily in 
their territory Police of­ 
ficers said that they were 
a f r a i d 
th e se C B in g 
civilians might at some 
time get too carried away 
with their uniforms and in­ 
terfere in an emergency. 
One police officer even 
compared the uniformed 
CBers to Hitler's use of un­ 
iforms in Nazi Germany 
The outfit in question 
wasn't anything fancy. It 
consisted of a dark pair of 
trousers, black tie, white 
shirts and black shoes The 
jacket had an official 
JE H T arm patch on one 


arm and the American flag 
on the other They also had 
helmets which were worn 
when they supervised 
crowds at b asketb all 
games. Members said stu­ 
dents were known to throw 
pop bottles on the CBers 
when they were standing 
below the bleachers. 
The group’s uniform was 
defended by J e f f r e y 
Adams, the club's presi­ 
dent. He, as well as other 
club members, felt that the 
uniform gave the members 
a b e n e fic ia l look of 
authority, 
necessary in 
handling crowds or traffic 
problems. 
The local newspaper 
even got into the act when 
it advised the CBers to 
leave the uniforms in the 
closet. 
The club ultimately gave 
in to the com plaints 
because many area CBers 
no longer wanted to join or 
be associated with the 
organization. Members telt 
if they coukln t wear their 
uniforms there was no 
need for their participa­ 
tion 
The CBers decided 
not to help at any more 
local events and would 
simply monitor channel 9, 
the national emergency 
channel, and pass the infor- 
m at ion 
on 
to 
lo cal 
authorities. 
Forming an emergency 
club doesn't have to turn 
out this way. It's been 
proven in many states that 
CBers can be an asset to 
the smokies when they 
plan together and CBers 
remember to aid the police 
and not act as part time of­ 
ficers. 
If you're helping form a 
CB club which wants to 
work with the police start 
out on the right foot Go to 
the sheriff or police chief 
and present your plan He 
rnav think your group isn t 
really necessary but will 
still give it a try in just one 
neighborhood.
